HE AMERICAN Federation of Teachers is giv- 

ing leadership and concerted effort to bring to 
the attention of the American people two salient 
facts: 1) the value of American public school edu- 
cation, and 2) the importance of good teachers. 

Our American economy and our entire economic 
has been based upon a free enterprise 
system. This system depends upon expert salesman- 
ship. Unfortunately, since American education has 
not contained the elements requiring salesmarship, 
the job of selling American public school education 
has not been done. A major responsibility for the 
deterioration of our educational system is due to 
the fact that those of us in the public schools have 
not properly sold our product.

We recommend one year with a 
second year at the discretion of 
the school board 

The laws have little to say 

probationary teachers 
with few or no rights. It is as- 
sumed that their regulation is 
entirely at the discretion of the 
school boards, although two 
states provide that probationary 
teachers shall be dismissed only 
for “cause” while a third makes 
it mandatory to transfer teach- 
ers where there is a personality 
clash between the teacher and 
principal. We recommend at

manner unless ratings are kept | 


in accordance with standards 
prepared by the state depart- 
ment of education. We recom- 
mend that seniority be the con- 
trolling factor
